Revolters Put Up Desperate Battle and 


For Unknown Reasons

ment Troops Retire, But Later Re- 
turn to Face Enemy—State Depart- 
ment at Washington Is Active. 


DOUGLAS, Ariz., April 17,—Another 


American, Johtf Hamilton, has been shot. 
He v/«s in Douglas, nearly in the center 
of the city, when hit in the breast by a 
bullet. 'Twenty insurgent dead have just 
tten brought into Agua Prieta. 


DOUGLAS. Arizona, April 
17.—The 


long expected attack-of the Mexican fed- 
"cnil -troops on Agua Priets. opened in 
deadly earnest at 0:30 today. The fir- 
ing wa,s fast'.and furious -on -both sides. 
3?l)e rattle of musketry was continuous. 


The hail of bullets .from.-the -federal 


machine1 guns fell far within the con-• 
fines of the city of Douglas. 


It was evident from the outset that 


the buttle was to be a decisive one. Both 
sides exhibited desperate'courage. 


The federals began by massing them-, 


selves-to the southeast of the town and 
moved slowly .ivithin-'rille range of the 
rebel position. 


The insurrectos, facing in three di- 


rections, lay 
low ' in the trenches or 


flat on the open ground. The federals 
lire raged over 
them and 
into 
both 


Agua Prieta anc^Douglas.. 


Casualties Are Heavy. ' 


It was evident from the heavy firing 


that the casualties on both sides were 
destined to be very heavy. 


The steel and leaden missiks from the 


federal'guns carried far over the inter- 
national line and plowed their way into 
the buildings facing along Second and 
Thiixi streets and dug up th& ground here 
and there over the whole southern end of 
the .city. 


The federals in moving in had advanc- 


ed from the camp which they establish- 
ed yesterday at Sulphur Springs, a water 
bole five miles south of Agua Prieta. 


If/hey marched slowly to a point south- 


cait-of Agua Prieta'with evident inten- 
tion, of gaining the .border.in order to 
attack the rebel position along the in- 
ternatiowd line. Before they were ablo 
to 'gain thir. coveted position, however, 
they encountered the'rebel cavalry which 
had galloped out to intercept them and 
there was a rattle from the repeating 
rifles as the two advance forces came 
anto firing range. 


. 
• ; Federals Within Range. 


The cavalry dropped back slowly and 


the federals next came within range of 
the .deep entrenchments thrown up by 
the 'rebels, during' Sunday and last night, 
which .wore filled with ineurrecto sharp- 
shooters. 


.Most of'the residents of Douglas re- 


mained in doors or sought othcr-placts of 
fftfety, 
Somc-attempted-to get in van- 


tage points to-view the Held of. battle 
Notwithstanding the strict orders of the 
American troops many' raahed to the 
international lino to get n view of'the 
fighting. 
They were here exposed to 


most imminent danger. 
' With' the firing of the first whot, Col. 
Shuriic ordered out all the American cav- 
alry:, available in "Douglas. •• They were 
rushed quickly to th« border^andyook up 
posrttonn along the line. Many of these 
men'were exposed to the'tire of the Mex- 
ican'.troops .though there were no casual- 
ties among them during the early part 
el ,the. battle.

State Troops Ordered Out. 


' Company G., of the Arizona National 
guard.wae also ordered out and took up 
a'position at the armory to await fur- 
ther order?,, There were four troops of 
cavalry~»nd. -one. of militia in Douglas.

Rebels Fight Boldly. 


While the rebel riflemen were lulling 


back to the second row of entrenchments 
they fought boldly in the open. ' They 
were seen to stop and take deliberate 
aim at the advancing national line and 
fire round after round. • 


The backward movement of the rebels 


toward Agua Prieta, however, was stea- 
dy. 
Many had fallen on both sides. 


At 7 o'clock an 
automobile carried 


United Statci Marshal Overlook, United 
States Secret Service Agent Thompson 
and the Associated Press correspondent 
through the guard line on the American 
side,-to flic international line. 


The hail of bullets at 
this moment 


drove the party to the shelter of the 
United Stale* custom house, but 
the 


building .was in direct line with the hea- 
vy firing from the east.

One bullet struck 
the 
automobile. 


Others dug up the ground on all sides 
and there was a continuous'whin of the 
leaden missiles overhead. 
It was con- 


sidered too dangerous a |>ost and the ob- 
serving party retired across the line to 
Fourth street.

Suddenly, and for som» unexplained 


reason, the federal machine guns were 
silenced. Tho rifle fire, however, kept up 
without intermission. It was apparent 
that the rebel sharpshooters were con- 
centrating fire on the machine gun opera- 
tors and were slowly picking them off. 
Time and again the guns appeared to be 
unmanned. 


At 7:45 o'clock, an hour and a,, quar- 


ter after the battle opened, the machine 
guns were again in action and ware rak- 
'ing the rebel positions on two sides. 


Red Cross Crosses Line. 


The Red Cross volunteers crossed the 


border and went upon the field at this 
hour. Dr. Shino of Bisbee was chief sur- 
geon, of .the volunteers." Every surgeon 
in Douglas and many from Bisbee were 
being brought to the line to attend the 
wounded.

was certain, that the list of killed and 
wounded would be very heavy. 


The first string of wagons and auto- 


mobiles started for the front to collect 
the wounded at 8:43. 
' Q«;ar Goll who acompanied the Asso- 
ciated Press correspondent, was struck 
by a'bullet on the sidc'of the head, while 
he wns watching the progress of the fight 
from Fourth street. A long gash was 
cut in his scalp and blood streamed over 
his face, but he was not seriously wound- 
ed.

. Goll 'was the first American struck on 
this side of the line in today's fighting. 
Fie is a newspaper man employed in 
Tombstone and was formerly immigra- 
tion commissioner of Cochiz county Ari- 
zona. 


Firing has been renewed. The rebels

More than half of the 


•bills introduced remain in committees 
and this would not occasion any excite- 
ment if all were unimportant. The fact 
that many of the minor measures usu- 
ally saved for killing toward the'close 
of a session 'have come out n.nd usually 
their death' has become painfully evi- 
dent. 
• The senate has now done' little work 
for two weeks, one'of which was vir- 
tually a vacation with not' more than 
three members here at'any one time.

One of the simplest of the body's de- 


vices for self-perservation is the cough.' 
The cough is merely a blast of air pro- 
pelled from the lungs in such a manner 
as to forcibly dislodge some foreign sub- 
.slancc which has been "drawn into the. 
throat, the windpipe or' the tubes lead- 
ing to the lungs. 
The membranes lin- 


ing these parts of the body are. very 
sensitive, ^.nd when a foreign matter 
comes in contact with them, an alarm 
message is at once, sent to the nervous

sudden, spasmodic expulsion of breath 
which is called a cough.

Pioneer Contractor and Architect was Born in North Wales 


and Started for America When He was-22 Years 


of Age—Racine Was Hard to Find on 


Map When He Arrived.

PIONEER RESIDENTS No. 2. 


The subject of this sketch is Reese 


)avis, one of the most prominent citi- 
eus of Racine. 
Mr. Davis was born m-Llgavan, Mont- 


gomeryshire, North Wales, on Oct. 14th, 
822. One of the first sights which Mr. 
Davis remembers,.wws the immense res- 
rvojr in the hills about a mile from his 
lome, 
This reservoir furnished water 


or the city of Liverpool^England, many 
miles 'to the north. Mr, Davis's father 
and his ancestors for ten 
generations, 


were bom in the house where Mr. Davis 
was. The house was built of stone, and 
lad a slate roof, manyt of the churches 
being built of the same, material. 
, 


Mr. Davis says: "There was a smalr 


•iver at the back of our houac that was 
-he boundary between iwp counties ajid 
t wag as crooked as our Root river here, 
t WHS so crooked that when we went 
Tom home any groat distance and crocs- 
ed the river very often., one was not al- 
ways sure whether they were in their 
iwn county or that of their neighbors. 


Flash News iJy Bonfires. 


"I went to the station alxmt six rnilea 


.way to see the young Queen Victoria as 
he passed through. She had not l>een 
crowned at that time, but when she was 
crowned there was a celebration 
from 


one entf of the country to the other, the 
lews being flashed over the-country by 
jreat bonfires built on the hills. 
We 


iad no public sd'^ils there when I was 


bov. 
The schools were pay schools 


that had been endowed, and only held 
sessions thro* months in each year. I 
only got fairly started at school and 
nfU'rward had-to learn as I-went along. 
'.! one is only hungry enough for knowl- 
edge he will pick up a. great deal and 
vou know practice makes perfect. 
The 


way to learn to read is to keep on read- 
ng at every chance you get. 
I used to 


make short trips frc'm home, frequently 
;oiiip toward London, but never got to 
hat city. I have often visited the scenes 
of the exploits of the famous robber, 
Dick Turpin," and have heard many tales 
of his prowess. 


Outdoor Sports Were Few. 


"We did not have 
many 
out-door 


amusements. 
Fishing was indulged in 


many, but my favorite game was 


football, of which I was very fond. 
I 


see that it still remains very popular 
.vil-h thi> people. 


"We lived in a sheep country, and our 


clothing was mostly all made of wooL 
Mother used to card the wool by hand, 
spin it into yarn on the old fashioned 
spinning wheels, and then take it to her 
brother-in-law, who was a weaver, and 
have it woven into cloth. The cloth was 
not as finely finished as the cloth we 
have now, but it was splendid for wear, 
and more than splendid for 
warmth 


through the cold winter months. 


Boots Were Hand M«de. 


"Boots and shoes were all hand-made, 


and all sewed. Pfgs had not been in- 
vented then, and when they were intro- 
duced later, no one thought that they 
would hold together, and were afraid to 
buy them. 


"The churches were often far apart, 


but even at that they were often more 
plentiful than the ministers, who often 
had to make a/duous journeys in order 
to preach in two 
or three 
different 


churches on the same day. We held Sun- 
day school sessions pretty much the 
same as we do now, only without some 


and one of them pursuing the man very 
closely, threw .his club und struck the 
man on the knees when he went down 
all in a heap .and before he recovered 
liuiself .tlie police were upon him, and 
iad him in irons. 


Lands in New York. 


'We landed in New York and went on 


to Utica, in New York state. I worked 
at my trade, carpentering, there until 
1352. I was .married in Utica in 1849 to 
Jane l>avis. She was from the north- 
ern part of Wales, and while of the 
same name as myself our families were 
not related. In 1852 I went to New York 
city. I lived there until 1865, and work- 
ed for the greatest stairbuilder in this' 
or any other country, as far as I know. 
The man for whom I worked took the 
job of rebuilding the 
Merchants Ex- 


change building on -Wall street, and I 
was put in charge of the job. 


Was In Strike Blots. 


"While engaged in this work the great 


strike riot came sz and I was com- 
pelled to remain in th» building for one 
whole'week without a chance to see my 
family. 1 had to get a permit check to 
go out to get my meals, and two men 
at a time might talk together on the 
street, but if a third joined them, a 
mounted soldier would ride up, 
and 


drawing his nword, strike down between 
them, and order them to move on. The 
city having been put undor martial law, 
there was nothing to do but obey. 


Saw Lincoln's Funeral. 


"The last sight of. importance that I 


saw in New York was Lincoln's funeral 
procession. My son Reese was a baby, 
and I held him on my arm for an hour 
and a half while the procession was fil- 
ing by, on Broadway, 


"Work was pretty 'scarce in New York 


during the first three years of the war, 
everyone being afraid to build until they 
knew more about the probable result of 
the war. The last two years, however, 
wages got better, going as high as $3.50 
per day. 


"In the fall of 186S I decided to take a 


trip west and came on to Racine. My 
brother, John R., had not returned from 
the war, but was expected soon. 


Moves Family Here. 


"1 received word that he would be in 


Madinon, so I went there to see him. I 
then returned to New \ork and stayed 
one week when I moved my family to 
Racine, 


"When I first arrived here I got off the 


train at the Junction, and seeing noth- 
ing but fields, and two old houses, 
I 


asked a man,"'Where is your Racine any- 
way T 


'•He replied, 'Well you just walk* right 


down that street toward the lake and 
you will soon come to it.' 


Becomes a Contractor. 


"I went to work for Mr. Van Pelt at 


house building and carpenter work, and 
soon after got into the architectural and 
contracting business for myself. 
The 


first house I built was for Mr. Gittings, 
father of former Postmaster , Gittings. 
Then I built one for Mr. Beswick on 
Main street just south of F. K. Bull's 
residence. I also built the house on Col- 
lege avenue where Ernest Hueffner now 
lives, and the one on Main street, owned 
and occupied now by Leo A. Peil, which 
was built for G;o. Q. Erskine. 
I also 


superintended the finishing work on the 
.present High school."
